An Act providing for the apportioniuent of the state of Kansas into 
seven congressional districts, and to repeal an act entitled "An act 
providing for the apportionment of the State of Kansas into three con- 
gressionardistrit'ts,'' approved March 2, 1874. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State, of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the state of Kansas be and the same is congressional 

districts. 

hereby divided into seven districts for the election of rep- 
resentatives to the congress of the United States, each of 
which districts shall be entitled to elect one representative. 
The limits and designation of the counties of each district 
shall be as follows: 

Sec. 2. The counties of Nemaha, Brown, Doniphan, Pot- First. 
tawatomie, Jackson, Atchison, Jefferson and Leavenworth 
shall constitute the first district. 

Sec. 3. The counties of Wyandotte, Johnson, Douglas, second.

Sec. 4. The counties of Crawford, Oherokee, Neosho, La- Third, 
bette, Wilson, Montgomery, Elk, Chautauqua and Cowley 
shall constitute the third district. 

Sec. 5. The counties of Shawnee, Wabaunsee, Osage, Lyon, Fourth. 
Coffey, Woodson, Greenwood, Butler, Chase, Marion and 
Morris shall constitute the fourth district. 

Sec. 6. The counties of Marshall, Washington, Republic, Fifth. 
Cloud, Clay, Riley, Ottawa, Saline, Dickinson and Davis 
shall constitute the fifth district. 

Sec. 7. The counties of Jewell, Mitchell, Lincoln, Ells- sixth.

The following sum, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose 
herein named, for the fiscal year ending eighteen hundred 
and eighty-three: For payment of per diem and mileage of 
members of the legislature and lieutenant governor, and pay- 
ment of officers, clerks ao^^ pages and chaplains of the senate 
and house, twenty thousand dollars. 

That the foregoing amount, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, shall be paid in proportion to the ser- 
vice rendered at the rate allowed by law, and the auditor of 
state is hereby authorized to issue his warrants on the treas- 
urer of state for the amount specified in the first section of 
this act.

thousand six hundred and fifty feet perforated pipe in attics, 
with necessary fittings, nine hundred and ten dollars; fire 
walls, four hundred and eighty-five dollars; seven iron doors 
and brick arches, seven hundred dollars; one pump well at 
pump house, four hundred and fifty dollars; enlargement of 
pump house, two hundred dollars ; one pump, six hundred .

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CHAPTER XXXIV. 

CITIES OF THE FIRST CLASS, AN ACT TO REGULATE. 

[Senate Bill No. 125.] 

Ax Act to amend sections eleven, thirty -five, twenty-two, seventy -seven, 
eighty-four, eighty-six, eighty-seven, ninety-two and one hundred and 
eighteen of an act entitled "An act to incorporate and regulate cities 
of the first class, and to repeal all prior acts relating thereto," approved 
March 4, 1881. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. Section eleven of an act entitled "An act to in- 
corporate and regulate cities of the first class, and to repeal 
all prior acts relating thereto," approved March 4, 1881, shall 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 11. The mayor and council shall have the care, man- 
agement and control of the city, and its property and finan- 
ces, and shall have power to enact ordinances for the purposes 
hereinafter named, not repugnant to the constitution and laws 
of this state, and such ordinances to alter, modify and repeal ; 
and shall have power — 

First. To levy and collect taxes upon all the real, mixed 
and personal property within the limits of said city taxable 
according to the laws of this state, the valuation of such prop- 
erty to be taken from the assessment rolls in the county clerk's 
office : For general revenue purposes, not to exceed six mills 
on the dollar in any one year ; for general improvements, not 
to exceed six mills on the dollar in any one year. 
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Second. To levy and collect, anDually, taxes on all the Levy for Jntereat 
taxable property within the city, in addition to other taxes, 
in a sufBcient amount, for the purpose of paying the interest 
coupons as they become due on all bonds of the city now 
issued, or hereafter to be issued by the city, which tax shall 
be payable only in cash. 

Third, To levy and collect a license tax upon and regulate Levy license tax. 
any and all callings, trades, professions, and occupations con- 
ducted, pursued, carried on, or operated within the limits of 
such city, including, auctioneers, artists, agents (including 
insurance, real estate, loan and mercantile agents), book or 
map agents or canvassers, boarding houses, billiard tables, 
bridge companies and bridge corporations, bankers, banking 
houses or corporations, bowling alleys, corporations, con- 
tractors, clothing-house runners, commission merchants, con- 
certs, cattle dealers, coal yards, corn doctors, circuses, doctors, 
dentists, druggists, express companies and agencies, exhibitions 
for pay, fortune tellers, gangers, gift enterprises, hotels, hotel 
runners or solicitors, horse dealers, hackney or livery carriages, 
horoscopic views, inn -keepers, inspectors, insurance compa- 
nies (including accident, fire, life or marine insurance com- 
panies), ice dealers, intelligence offices, livery-stable keepers, 
lung testers, lawyers, merchants, museums, menageries, muscle 
testers or developers, magnifying glasses, newspapers and 
publishing houses, omnibuses, public buildings, halls and 
grounds, peddlers, pawnbrokers, photographists, porters, pub- 
lic lecturers for pay, physicians and surgeons, patent- right 
dealers, public, masquerades, public halls and street exhibi- 
tions, pistol or shooting galleries, private hospitals, retailers, 
railroads and railroad companies ( including street or horse 
railroads), shows, stock yards, theaters and theatrical exhibi- 
tions, taverns, ten-pin alleys (without regard to the number 
of pins used), telegraph and telephone companies, wood yards, 
wagon yards, and all wagons and other vehicles transporting 
merchandise or passengers for pay, and any and all other 
businesses, trades, avocations or professions whatever, not 
above mentioned. 

Fourth, To authorize the proper officers of the city to grant ^ow^iuu^. 
and issue licenses, and to direct the manner of issuing and 
regulating the same. All license taxes shall be regulated by 
ordinance, and no license shall be issued for a longer time 
than one year. 
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Fifth, To have exclusive power to license ferries and to 
regulate the same and the landing thereof within the limits 
of the city. 

Sixth, To fix the rates of carriage of persons, and drayage, 
cartage and transportation of property other than by railroads 
operated by steam. 

Seventh, To adopt all such measures as they may deem 
necessary for the protection of strangers and the traveling 
public, in person or property. 

Eighth. To appropriate private property to the use of the 
city as herein provided. 

Ninth, To make regulations to prevent the introduction and 
spread of contagious diseases into the city, to make quarantine 
laws for that purpose, and to enforce the same within five miles 
of the city. 

Tenth, To erect, establish and regulate hospitals, work- 
houses, houses of correction, pest-houses, and provide for the 
government and support of the same. 

Eleventh, To make regulations to secure the general health 
of the city; to prevent and remove nuisances, and to make, 
prescribe and enforce regulations for the cleaning and keeping 
in order of all slaughter-houses, stock-yards, warehouses, sta- 
bles, alleys, yards, private ways, out-houses, or other places 
where offensive matter is kept or permitted to accumulate. 

Twelfth, To establish, regulate and support night watch and 
police, and to define the duties thereof. 

Thirteenth. To provide for the lighting of streets, and the 
erection of lamp posts. 

Fourteenth, To regulate and maintain market-houses here- 
tofore erected ; to maintain and regulate market-places, and 
to maintain any library for public use that may have been 
heretofore used or supported by the city for the public benefit, 
and to regulate the entrances to public halls, churches and 
buildings, and the way of ingrass to and egress therefrom. 

Fifteenili, To compel owners of property adjacent to walks 
and ways, where dangerous, to erect and maintain railings, 
safeguards and barriers along the same. 

Sixteenth, To provide for the prevention or extinguishment 
of fires, and to organize and establish fire, hook-and-ladder 
companies; provide for a fire department, and to regulate 
the same; to establish fire limits; to regulate, restrain, or 
prohibit the erection of wooden buildings within such limits 
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as may be prescribed by ordinaDoe, and to provide for the 
removal of the same at the expense of the owner thereof when 
erected contrary to the ordinances of the city ; to regulate and 
prevent the storing of green hides, and the carrying on of 
manufactures dangerous in causing or producing fires, in- 
jurious to health, or obnoxious or offensive to the inhabitants 
of said city; to appoint a fire marshal, with power to remove Fire marshal,

and keep away from the vicinity of any fire all idle and sus- 
picious persons lurking near the same, and to compel any 
person or persons present to aid in the extinguishment of 
such fire, or the preservation of property exposed to the dan- 
ger of the same, and in preventing goods from being pur- 
loined thereat, and with such powers and duties as may be 
prescribed by ordinance: Provided^ No wooden building may 
be erected in fire limits once fixed, nor any frame addition 
made to any existing building.

struction and passage of railways and street railroads through 
the streets, avenues, alleys or lanes and public grounds of the 
city: Provided^ That no person or company to whom the right 
and privilege shall at any time be granted, by the mayor and 
council of such city, to construct railroads and street railroads 
through the city shall have the exclusive privilege to use any 
streets for that purpose. 

Tvoenty-firsL To regulate the crossings of railway and street 
railway tracks, and provide precautions and prescribe rules 
regulating the same, and to regulate the running of street 
railroads or cars, and railway engines, cars and trucks, within 
the limits of said city, and to preacribe rules relating thereto, 
and govern the speed thereof, and to make any other and fur- 
ther provisions, rules and regulations to prevent accidents at 
crossings and on the tracks of railways, and to prevent fires 
from engines, and to require such railroad companies to erect 
viaducts over their railroad tracks at the^ crossing of streets.

Twenty-third. To grant to any person or corporation the 
use of streets, alleys and public grounds for the purpose of 
laying gas, water and steam pipes, to be used in furnishing or 
supplying such city and its inhabitants, or any person or cor- 
poration, with gas, water, steam or hot air for heating pur- 
poses, and to grant permits or to make contracts with persons 
or associations to mine for coal, metals or stone within the 
corporate limits of such city, under such restrictions as shall 
protect public and private property, and insure proper re- 
muneration for such grants: Provided, That no franchise, 
rights-of-way, or privileges of any character whatever, shall 
be granted by the mayor and council for a longer period than 
twenty years. 

Twenty-fourth. To provide by ordinance for the punish- 
ment of all persons who may in any way wrongfully inter- 
fere with or obstruct, injure or destroy any railway tracks, 
cars, engines or trucks, or loiter around or about the same, or 
injure any pipe or pipes, lamp posts, lamps, hydrants, or any 
instrument or fixture used in connection with the same, or who 
may unlawfully cause the waste of or appropriate any of the 
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gas, water, steam or hot air conveyed by or through such pipe 
or pipes. 

To prevent or regulate the running at large ^«JJJ%*J*f„ge 
of cattle, hogs, horses, mules, asses, fowls, sheep, goats, dogs, etc?*"^*' *'**^' 
and all other animals, and to cause such as may be running 
at large to be impounded and sold to discharge the costs and 
penalties provided for the violation of such regulations and 
the expense of impounding and keeping the same, and of such 
sale, and to regulate and provide for the taxing of owners and 
harborers of dogs, and to destroy dogs found running at large 
contrary to any ordinance regulating the same.

To prohibit and suppress the tippling shops, Ji^^JI'f^t/ppiiSg" 
saloons, dramshops, club rooms; to restrain, prohibit and sup- ho'SsMf^te. "°* 
press slaughter houses, houses of prostitution, disreputable 
houses, games and gambling houses, dance houses, keno rooms, 
desecratiob of the Sabbath day, and all kinds of indecency 
and other disorderly practices, disturbance of the peace, as- 
sault and battery and petit larceny, and to provide for the 
punishment thereof. 

Twenty-ninth. The council may prescribe rules for the JJ|JfS^f«g*°^ 
weighing' and measuring of every commodity sold in the 
city in all cases not otherwise provided for by law, and may 
provide for the inspection and weighing of hay, grain and 
coal, the measuring of wood and fuel, and determine the place 
or places of the same, and regulate and prescribe the place or 
places of exposing for sale hay, coal and wood, and fix the 
fees and duties of the persons authorized to perform the duties 
named in this section; and to provide for the inspection and 
condemnation of coal oil, gasoline, naphtha, and all other in- 
flammable and combustible oils, fluids or gases used for heat- 
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ing or lighting purposes, when the same shall not be of the 
quality and standard prescribed by the law or by ordinance. 

Thirtieth. To provide for the government and regulation 
of markets, market places and meat shops^ and to collect a 
license tax therefrom, and determine the amount of license to 
be paid therefor. 

Thirty-first. The mayor and council shall have the right 
to establish, alter and change the channels of streams and 
water-courses, and to bridge the same : Provided, That any 
such improvement mentioned in this subdivision, costing in 
the aggregate a sum greater than two thousand dollars, Rhall 
not be authorized until the ordinance providing therefor shall 
be submitted to and ratified by a majority of the legal voters 
of the city. 

Thirty-second. To provide that any person desiring to sub- 
divide any tract of land within the city limits shall submit a 
plat and map of such subdivision to the mayor and city 
council, to be approved by said mayor and council, before the 
same shall be filed in the office of the register of deeds of the 
county in which said land is located : Provided^ That the per- 
son or persons so desiring to subdivide his or their tract of 
land shall not, in the dedication of the streets and alleys or 
public grounds of said subdivisions for public use, reserve to 
themselves, their heirs or assigns, the right to quarry or dig 
any rock, coal, or other mineral, or to make any reservation 
whatever in any streets, alleys, or public grounds. 

Thirty-third, To make all needful police regulations neces- 
sary for the preservation, good order and peace of the city, 
and to prevent injury to or destruction or interference with 
public or private property. 

Thirty-fourth. Each city shall constitute a separate road dis- 
trict; and the mayor and council are authorized and empow- 
ered to compel each male resident of said city, between the 
ages of twenty-one and forty-five years, to perform two days^ 
labor of ten hours each on the streets, alleys or avenues of 
said city, or in lieu thereof pay to the street commissioner 
the sum of three dollars. The city clerk shall make out and 
certify to the street commissioner and city treasurer, on or 
before the first day of April of each year, duplicate lists of 
persons registered by him as voters, between the ages of twenty- 
one and forty-five years, and the street commissioner shall col- 
lect the sum of three dollars from each person so certified by 
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the clerky or compel such person to perform personally two 

days' labor on the streets, alleys or avenaes of said city. The i>atyof8trect

street commissioner shall, every forty-eight hours, turn over 
to the city treasurer all moneys collected by him during said 
time, together with a list of the persons from whom said 
money was collected, and shall, once every week, make out 
and deliver to the city treasurer a list of all persons who have 
performed their two days' labor on the streets.

CERTAIN BRIDGE IN. 

[Senate Bill No. 69.] 
An Act providing for building a bridge in Leavenworth county. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. The county commissioners of Leavenworth 
county are hereby authorized and empowered to appropriate, 
out of the funds raised by taxation for building and repair- 
ing bridges, six thousand dollars, or as much thereof as may 
be necessary, to build a bridge across Stranger creek, in Alex- 
andria township, at the point where said creek intersects the 
north line of the southwest quarter of section 28, township 9, 
and range 21.

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CHAPTER LXXII. 

LINCOLN COUNTY, MAY LSSUE BONDS. 

[ House Bill No. 34.] 

An Act to authorize the board of county commissioners of the county 
of Lincoln to issue bimds to redeem the bonds of said county maturing 
April 1, A. D. 1884, and to redeem outstanding orders and warrants, 
and to create a fund for redemption of said bonds. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the board of county commissioners of the 
county of Lincoln are hereby authorized and empowered to 
issue and sell the bonds of said county in an amount not ex- 
ceeding thirty thousand dollars, for the purpose of redeeming 
the outstanding bonds of said county maturing April 1, A. D. 
1884, and for the purpose of redeeming the outstanding orders 
of said county. 

Sec. 2. The bonds authorized to be issued by this act shall 
be known as funding bonds, and shall be issued in sums of 
five hundred dollars each, and shall bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding six per cent, per annum, payable semi-annually on 
the first day of March and the first day of September of each 
year. Interest and principal payable at the Kansas fiscal 
agency, in the city of New York. Said bonds to run for 
twenty years, unless sooner redeemed, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 3. Said bonds may be exchanged with the holders of 
the bonds heretofore issued, or to the holders of outstanding 
orders, dollar for dollar. And in case the holder or holders of 
any such bonds or county orders that have heretofore been 
issued by said county shall refuse to accept the bonds issued 
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under the provisions of this act, then it shall be the duty of 
the county commissioners of said county to sell a sufficient 
number of said bonds issued under the provisions of this act 
to pay off and redeem the bonds and the outstanding county 
orders of said county: Provided, That bonds issued under 
the provisions of this act shall not be sold for less than one 
hundred cents on the dollar. 

Sec. 4. The county commissioners shall inform the county Duty of 

•^ '' commissioners 

treasurer of the name and post-office address of the person or Jp^^Si??^ 
persons to whom said bonds have been issued, and the county 
treasurer shall make a minute of the same upon a record to 
be kept by him. Whenever the holder of any said bonds 
shall sell or transfer them, the purchaser shall notify the 
county treasurer of such purchase, giving the number of the 
bond transferred, and the post-office address of the purchaser, 
and every such transfer shall be noted on the said treasurer's 
record. A copy of this act shall be printed on the backs of 
each bond issued under its provisions. 

Sec. 5. The board of county commissioners of said county Annually levy 
of Lincoln shall annually levy a tax, afler the issuing of said 
bonds, on all the taxable property in said county sufficient to 
pay the interest on said bonds. 

Sec. 6. The board of county commissioners of said county sinking fund, 
of Lincoln shall, at the expiration of seven years after the is- 
suing of said bonds, levy a sinking fund, in addition to other 
levies, for the final redemption of said bonds, and the money 
collected and accumulating from such levies shall be known 
as ''bond funds,'' and shall be used for the payment of said 
bonds and interest coupons, and for no other purpose what- 
ever. 

Sec. 7. Whenever, after the expiration of seven years after Bonds may be 

taken up and 

the issuing of said bonds, the amount in the hands of the redeemed, when. 
treasurer of said county, belonging to the bond fund, after 
setting aside the sum required to pay the interest coupons 
maturing before the next annual tax levy, shall be sufficient 
to redeem one or more of said bonds, it shall be the duty of 
said treasurer to notify the owner of such bond or bonds that 
he is prepared to pay the same with all the interest accrued 
thereon ; and if such bond or bonds are not presented for pay- 
ment or redemption within thirty days after the date of said 
notice, the interest on such bond or bonds shall cease, and that 
the amount due thereon shall be set aside for the payment of 
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the same when presented. The said bonds to be paid in the 
regular order of their numbers. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the statute book.

Ak Act to legalize a certain tax and levy of the board of county com- 
missioners of Lyon county, therein named. 

F»ea«bie. Whereas, The board of county commissioners of the county 

of Lyon have usually heretofore combined in one levy 
"current expenses" of said county the building and re- 
pairing of bridges, expenses of poor-farm, expenses for 
paupers, and roads, under one levy, denominated "for gen- 
eral purposes," and in making the levy for the fiscal year 
ending July 1, 1883, (the taxable property of said county 
for the first time exceeding five million dollars,) the said 
board of county commissioners made an estimate to meet

denominated such levy of "nine and one-half mills for 
general purposes;" and whereas, said county is in need of 
all the money which could be raised by said levy, and the 
greater part of the tax so levied has been paid, and the 
same is just and equitable: therefore. 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stale of Kansas : 

Section 1. That all the acts and proceedings of the said 
board of county commissioners of the county of Lyon inci- 
dent to and in the matter of making a levy of nine and one- 
half mills on the dollar on all the taxable property in said 
<x)unty, and said levy and tax for general purposes for the 
«aid fiscal year ending July 1, 1883, be and the same are 
hereby legalized and made valid and binding, and hereby de- 
clared to be a lien on the property in said Lyon county, and 
the county treasurer of said county shall collect the same as 
in ordinary cases; and the same shall be as regular and effect- 
ive a charge and lien as if the assessed valuation of the 
property of said county had been less than five million dol- 
lars.

sioners of the county of Marion shall determine that any 
bridge or bridges are necessary to be built, purchased or re- 
paired in said county, the cost of which will exceed two 
thousand dollars, they shall, before making any appropria- 
tion therefor, submit the question to the qualified voters of 
the county at a general or special election therein called by 
them for that purpose, and if a majority of the votes cast at 
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such election shall be in favor of the proposition submitted^ 
the commissioners shall make the appropriation in accord- 
ance with the terms of the proposition submitted; and when 
the sum to be appropriated shall exceed the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars, the commissioners may provide for the payment 
of the same in orders on the county treasurer of said county, 
payable in such sums and at such times and on such terms as ^ 

they may agree with the contracting parties for the purchase, 
building or repair of such bridge or bridges, but in np case 
shall such orders be given for a longer time than three years 
from the completion of the building, purchase or repairs of 
said bridge or bridges; and for the payment of such orders, 
the board of county commissioners shall levy a tax sufficient 
• ' to pay the same as they may become due: Provided,. That in 
any case where any such bridge shall have been once built 
or purchased under an authorized appropriation therefor, that 
the county commissioners may thereafter repair or rebuild 
the same at a cost not exceeding the original appropriation 
therefor, and as they may deem necessary, without any further 
vote being had therefor: Provided further, That not more 
than two mills on the dollar of the taxable property raised 
for general county revenue shall be expended for repairs of 
bridges unless authorized by a vote at some general or special 
election.

with good security conditioned for the faithful performance

The board of county commissioners are further au- 
thorized to issue the bonds of said county, as provided in 
sections one and two of this act, and sell the same at a rate 
not less than ninety-five cents on the dollar, payments to be 
made in current funds into the hands of the county treas- 
urer, who shall be responsible therefor on his official bond; 
and the proceeds shall be used in payment of any indebted- 
ness of said county made prior to the first day of November, 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-three. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the board of county com- 
missioners of said county to levy each year, on the taxable 
property in the county, in addition to the levy authorized 
for other purposes, a sufficient sum to pay the interest on out- 
standing bonds accruing before the next annual levy; and at 
the expiration of one- half of the time for which said bonds 
are drawn to run, they shall levy a sufficient amount, in 
addition to other authorized levies, to create a sinking fund 
for the final redemption of the same, and the money collected 
and accumulating from such levies shall be known as *'bond 
funds," and shall be used for the payment of bonds and 
interest coupons, and for no other purpose whatever: Pro^ 
mdedy That the accumulated funds so raised may be invested 
in state. United States, or school-district bonds of Ness 
county, at their par value, until the time when the bonds 
authorized to be issued by this act shall become due.

Sec. 2. Each bond issued under the provisions of this act 
shall be for the sum of one hundred dollars, or some multi- 
ple thereof, and shall -be made payable to bearer at the fiscal 
agency of the state of Kansas, in the city of New York, and 
to run not less than ten nor more than twenty years from the 
date thereof, and shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding 
six per cent, per annum, for which interest coupons- shall be 
attached to said bonds, each of said coupons to be for six 
months' interest, and made payable to bearer semi-annually, 
on the first days of April and October of each year, at the 
fiscal agency of the state of Kansas, in the city of New York ; 
and each of said bonds and coupons shall be signed by the 
chairman of the board of county commissioners, and coun- 
tersigned by the county clerk, and said bonds shall have the 
ofiBcial seal of said county affixed thereto, and shall be regis- 
tered by the county clerk in a book to be kept by said clerk 
for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. Any person or persons having the orders or warrants 
of said county, bearing date prior to the first day of April, 
1883, may present the same to the board of county commission- 
ers at any session of said board, in sums not less than one 
hundred dollars; and the said board of commissioners shall 
issue to the persons so presenting such orders or warrants, a 
bond or bonds as herein provided, for the amount of such 
orders or warrants, with accrued interest thereon; which bond 
or bonds shall be in exchange for said orders or warrants, 
with accrued interest thereon, dollar for dollar, and the orders 
or warrants so received in exchange for bonds shall be can- 
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celed as provided by law in other cases : Provided^ That do 
county oflBcer, or other person, shall be entitled to any com- 
mission or drawback in making the exchange of bonds afore- 
said. 

Sec. 4, The said board olf county commissioners shall, i>nty of ^ 
immediately upon the issue of any of the bonds provided for 
in this act, inform the county treasurer of the name and post- 
oflBce address of the person to whom issued. Whenever the 
holder of any of said bonds shall sell or transfer them, the 
purchaser shall notify the county treasurer of such purchase, 
giving the number of the bond transferred and the post-office 
address of the purchaser, and every such transfer shall be 
noted on the said treasurer's record. A copy of this act shall be 
printed on the back of each bond issued under its provisions. 

Sec. 5, It shall be the duty of the board of county com- Annually lery 
missioners of said county to levy each year on the taxable 
property in the county, in addition to the levy for other pur- 
poses, a sufficient sum' to pay the interest on outstanding 
bonds accruing before the next annual levy, and at the expi- 
^ ration of one- third of the time which said bonds are drawn 
to run, they shall levy a sufficient amount in addition to other 
authorized levies to create a sinking fund for the final redemp- 
tion of the same; and the money collected and accumulating * 
from such levies shall be known as '^bond funds," and shall 
be used for the payment of bonds and interest coupons, and 
for no other purpose whatever. 

Sec. 6. Whenever the amount in the hands of said county certain bonds 

may be redeemed, 

treasurer, belonging to the bond fund, after setting aside the w*^*"- 
sum required to pay the interest coupons maturing before the 
next annual tax levy, shall be sufficient to redeem one or 
more of said bonds, it shall be his duty to notify the owner 
of such bonds that he is prepared to pay the same, with all 
interest accrued thereon ; and if such bonds are not presented 
for payment or redemption within thirty days after the date 
of such notice, then interest on such bonds shall cease, and 
the amount due thereon set aside for their payment when 
presented, said bonds to be paid in the regular order of their 
numbers. 

Sec. 7. Nothing contained in this act shall be construed to 
prevent the board of county commissioners from selling the 
bonds of the county, at not less than par, if they shall deem 
it for the interest of the county so to do; and the proceeds of 
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the sale thereof shall be applied to the redemption of the 
warrants or orders outstanding, issued prior to April 1, 1883, 
as aforesaid. 

Sec. 8. The bonds issued under this act shall be registered 
in the office of the auditor of state. 

Sec. 9. Neither the restrictions and limitations contained 
in chapter thirty-nine, laws of eighteen hundred and seventy- 
four, nor the restrictions and limitations contained in chapter 
thirty-nine, laws of eighteen hundred and seventy-five, nor 
the restrictions and limitations contained in any statute here- 
tofore enacted, shall apply to or in any manner affect the 
bonds issued under this act.

An Act authorizing the board of county commissioners of Ottawa county, 
and other counties therein named, to provide a fund and appropriate 
the same for the purpose of building county buildings in said coun- 
ties. 

Be it enaxsted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the boards of county commissioners of 
Ottawa, Washington and Republic counties are hereby author- 
ized, from year to year, to levy and cause to be collected, at 
the same time and in the same manner as other taxes are col- 
lected, a tax which, in the aggregate, will not exceed one-half 
of one per cent, on the dollar upon all the taxable property 
in each of said counties in any one year, for the purpose of 
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creating and establishiog a fund to be used in building 
-county buildings at the county seat of said counties; which 
said tax, when collected, shall be kept separate and apart from 
the other funds of said counties, and shall be applied only 
to the use and purposes above specified: Provided, That the 
-entire fund collected in each county, under the provisions of 
this act, shall not excee<l the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. That said boards of county commissioners in build- 
ing said county buildings, shall be governed by the provi- 
sions of sections 21, 22 and 23 of chapter 25, of the general 
statutes of Kansas, and said boards shall, from time to time, 
appropriate said funds in the performance of all contracts 
made under the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 3. This act shall be in force and take effect from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

It shall be unlawful for any persou or persons at 
any time to hunt or pursue after any wild bird or game 
upon the occupied or improved premises of another, without 
having first obtained permission or consent of the owner or 
occupant of such occupied or improved premises. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, company, or 
corporation, to buy or sell, or have in possession, any birds 
not excepted in section 1, or the birds enumerated in section 
2, when the shooting thereof is prohibited, excepting the first 
ten days after the period when the shooting of the same. is 
prohibited. And the having in possession by any person, 
company, or corporation, of any such birds, when the shoot- 
ing thereof is prohibited, excepting the ten days above ex- 
cepted, shall be deemed prima facie evidence of the violation 
of the act. 

Sec. 6. Any person found guilty of violation of any of the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof before a justice of the 
peace shall be fined in a sum not less than five nor more than 
twenty-five dollars for each and every offense, and costs, to- 
gether with attorney's fee of ten dollars, and shall be com- 
mitted until paid. 

Sec. 6. In all prosecutions under this act, the justice before 
whom the same^ brought may appoint some attorney at law 
for the purpose of managing the prosecution of the cause, and 
such attorney shall be entitled to a fee of ten dollars in each 
and every case where conviction is had, in which he is ap- 
pointed, which shall be taxed as costs in the case against 
defendant : Provided^ The county shall in no case be held for 
said attorney's fees. 

Sec. 7. That it shall not be necessary to prove on the trial, 
or to state in the complaint, the true name of the bird caught, 
killed, shot, trapped, netted, or ensnared, in violation of this 
act. 

Sec. 8. The provisions of this act shall not apply to any 
person who shall kill or catch any wild bird or birds for the 
sole purpose of preserving them as specimens for scientific 
purposes: Provided, That in a prosecution for a violation of 
any of the provisions of this act, it shall not be be necessary 
for the prosecution to prove that the killing or catching of 
any wild bird was not done for scientific purpose.

COAL MINES — PEOVIDING FOR THE HEALTH AND 
SAFETY OF PERSONS EMPLOYED IN. 

[Hoase BUI No. 50 J 

An Act to provide for the health and safety of persons employed in and 
about the coal mines of Kansas, and providing for the inspection of 
the same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

ti^^ft^^^^ Section 1. That the owner, agent or operator of every coal 
mintttoiMinade. jjij^g gj^^H make or causc to be made within six months after 

the passage of this act, an accurate map or plan of the work- 
ings of such coal mine, and each and every vein thereof, on a 
scale not exceeding one hundred feet to the inch, and showing 
the bearings and distances, which shall be kept in the office 
at such coal mine; and it shall be the duty of the owner^ 
agent or operator of such coal mine to furnish the state in- 
spector with a true copy of said map or plan, the same to be 
deposited at his office. And such owner, agent or operator 
shall cause, on or before the 10th day of July of each year, 
a plan of the progress of the workings of such coal mine 
during the year past to be marked on the original map or plan 
of the said coal mine, and the inspector shall correct his map 
or plan of said workings in accordance with the above plan or 
map thus furnished. And when any coal mine is worked 
out or abandoned, the fact shall be reported to the inspector, 
and the map or plan of such coal mine in his office shall be 
carefully corrected and verified : Provided^ If the owner, agent 
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or operator of any coal mine shall ne&^lect or refuse, or for state inspector

or slope, and if worked by drift not less than fifty feet — pro- 
vided, however, that such coal mine shall not exceed one hun- 
dred feet in depth from the surface to the coal ; and for every 
additional one hundred feet, or fractional part thereof, six

of the shaft or slope suitably adapted to the free passage of 
sound, through which conveirsation may be held between per- 
sons at the bottom and top of such shaft or slope, and there 
shall also be maintained the ordinary means of signaling to 
and from the top and bottom of such shaft or slope. In all 
mines of one hundred feet in depth or over from the sur- 
face of the ground an improved safety-catch shall be used, 
and sufficient horns or flanges shall be attached to the sides 
of the drum of every machine that is used for lowering or 
hoisting persons into and out of said mine where steam is 
used, and adequate brakes shall also be attached thereto. 
The main link attached to the swivel of the wire rope shall 
be made of the best quality of iron, and shall be tested by 
weights or other means satisfactory to the inspector of mines 
of the state; and bridle chains shall be attached to the main 
link from the cross-pieces of the cage, and no single-link 
chain shall be used for lowering or raising persons into or 
out of said mine; and not more than six persons shall be 
lowered or hoisted by the machinery at any one time; and 
only sober, competent and experienced engineers shall be em- 
ployed, and said engineers shall have attained at least the 
age of eighteen years; and on no account shall any coal be 
hoisted, or timber or any other material sent up or down, or 
any empty cars, while persons are descending into or ascend- 
ing out of said mine: Provided, That the provisions of this 
section shall not apply to the coal mine now operated by the 
penitentiary until the expiration of one year from the passage 
of this act. 

Sec. 3. Every steam boiler used in or around the coal 
mines of this state shall be provided with a proper steam 
gauge and water gauge, to show respectively the pressure of 
steam and the height of water in the boiler, and to be also 
provided with a proper safety valve; and the owner, agent or 
operator shall have the said boiler or boilers examined and 
inspected by a competent boiler maker, or other qualified per- 
son, once in every six months, and the result of every exam- 
ination shall be certified in writing, and conveyed to the mine 
inspector to be filed in the records of his office. 

Sec. 4. Where the natural strata are not safe, every work- 
ing, pumping and escapement shaft shall be securely case- 
lined or otherwise ma,de secure, and all escapement shafts 
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shall be provided with ladders securely fastened, so as to bear 
the combined weight of not less than ten men ascending or 
descending the same, and where ladders cannot be conveni- 
ently used, other safe means of hoisting the persons employed 
in any such coal mine shall be kept ready, so as to be avail- 
able in case of any accident to the regular hoisting shaft, or 
to the machinery in use at the same. 

Sec. 5. The owner, agent or operator of every coal mine, ^";,';',^,^**"^"''' 
whether shaft, slope, or drift, shall within six months after "maintained.

every such mine ample means of ventilation, affording 100 
cubic feet of air per minute per person in all mines where 
the coal strata are three feet thick or over, and a proportionate 
amount for thinner strata, which shall be circulated wherever 
any person or persons may be working in said mine.

tilating apparatus, the air-ways, traveling-ways, pumps and 
pump timbers and drainage, and shall see that as the miners 
advance their excavations all loose coal, slate and rock, over- 
head, are carefully secured against falling in upon the travel- 
ing-ways. And every underground plane on which persons 
travel, worked by self-acting pulleys, engines, windlasses or 
machinery of whatever description, shall be provided with 
proper means of signaling between the stopping-places and 
the ends of the plane; and shall furthermore be provided 
in every case, at intervals of not more than thirty feet, with 
suflScient man-holes for places of refuge.

[ Substitute for House Bills Nos. 269, 240, 190, 200, 201, 32, 83, 98, 26 and 47.] 
An Act concerning railroads, and other common carriers. 

Be it enaded by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. No railroad company shall charge or receive a 
rate in excess of three cents per mile for the transportation 
of any passenger who is over twelve years of age, upon any 
railroad in this state, nor in excess of half that sum per mile 
for the transportation of any passenger of the age of twelve 
years or under. Each passenger over twelve years of age 
paying fare, shall be entitled to have transported, without 
any additional charge, baggage not exceeding one hundred 
pounds in weight; and each passenger of twelve years of age 
or under, paying fare, shall be entitled to have transported, 
without additional charge, baggage not exceeding fifty pounds 
in weight.

Aw Act providing for the division and sale of certain railroad stock 
therein named, and to repeal chapter 172 of the session laws of 1881. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the trustees of Centre, Gale and Durham 
Park townships, in Marion county, are hereby authorized to 
divide the railroad stock owned by Centre township, Marion 
county, in the Marion & McPherson •railroad company: 
Provided^ That the portion set apart to each separate town- 
ship shall, as near as possible, be in the same proportion to the 
whole of said stock as the assessed valuation of the property 
of and within each of said separate townships is to the total 
assessed valuation of said township, as shown by the assess- 
ment roll of the year 1879.

SENATE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 16, 

Kequestiiig our delegation in congress to procure the passage of a bill to 
pension soldiers and sailors of Mexican war. 

Resolved by the Senate, the Souse concurring herein: 



That our senators and representatives in congress be and 
are hereby requested to use all honorable means to procure 
the passage of a bill granting a pension of eight dollars per 
month to all surviving soldiers and sailors of the Mexican 
war, excepting from the benefits thereof all soldiers or sailors 
educated at the expense of the government who have par- 
ticipated in armed rebellion against the United States. 

Upon the passage of this resolution, the secretary of state 
is instructed to forward to each of our senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress a copy hereof. 



SENATE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 19, 

Bequiring the attorney general to institute legal proceedings to forfeit 
and set aside the charter of the Leavenworth, Lawrence & Galveston 
railroad company, if it fails to complete said road as required by said 
charter. 

Whereas, The Leavenworth, Lawrence & Galveston rail-

shippers and dealers of said Kansas products, and in favor

That our members of the United States senate and congress 
be and are hereby urged to immediately present such a bill 
into the United States congress as will by its terms regulate 
the rates of passenger fare and freight rates, as also to prevent 
unjust discrimination through said territory, or any part 
thereof; and that we urge each and every member of the 
senate and congress of the United States from the state of 
Kansas to use all honorable means to secure the passage of 
such a law as early as possible. 

Resolved, 2d, That the chief clerk of this house and the 
secretary of the senate shall, immediately upon the passage 
of this preamble and resolution, furnish to each member of 
the Kansas delegation in congress a copy of the same, duly 
authenticated. 
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HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 10, 

Belating to the institution of a suit to determine a disputed question of 
title to certain lands in Allen county,^Kansas. 

Whereas, The title to certain even-numbered sections of 
land in Allen county, Kansas, has long been in dispute be- 
tween the settlers thereon and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
railroad company ; and 

Whereas, The said settlers went upon said lands in good 
faith, believing that said lands were subject to homestead 
and preemption entries, and have long occupied the same 
as their homes, and have made lasting and valuable im- 
provements thereon ; and 

Whereas, The said railroad company and its assigns are now 
attempting, by suits in the district court of Allen county, to 
eject said settlers from their homes, and deprive them of 
their improvements — the labor of years — which, if done, 
will cause great hardship and distress; and 

Whereas, It is claimed by said settlers, upon the advice of 
eminent counsel, that the patents held by the said railroad 
company were illegally and improvidently issued, and are 
in law void, and that said lands are in law public lands, 
and subject to homestead and preemption entries; and 

Whereas, The question of the validity of said patents can 
only be determined in the federal courts, and the attorney 
general of the United States has directed that*a suit be 
brought therein for the purpose of determining such ques- 
tion, but the United States attorney for the district of Kan- 
sas has declined to bring such suit : therefore. 

Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of Kansas, 

the Senate concurring therein: 

That our senators and representatives in congress be re- 
quested to take such action as will cause said suit to be imme- 
diately instituted. 

Resolved, That the honorable attorney general of the^United 
States be respectfully requested to cause said suit to be im- 
mediately instituted. 
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Resdvedj That a copy of these resolations be at once for- 
warded by the secretary of state to our senators and represen- 
tatives in congress and the honorable attorney general of the 
United States. 



HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 14, 

Instructing our delegation in congress to aid in securing the passage of 
a bill providing for a "soldiers' home," to be located on the Fort 
Riley military reservation, in Kansas. 

"Whereas, During the war of the rebellion Kansas ftrrnished 
more Union soldiers in proportion to her population than 
any state in the Union; and 

Whereas, In addition to those who survived the war and 
returned to their homes, thousands of old soldiers have 
immigrated from other states to Kansas and are now re- 
siding in our midst, until it is estimated that not less than 
one-eighth of our entire voting population is composed of 
ex-soldiers; and 

Whereas, It is the first duty of government to provide for 
the comfort and welfare of those who voluntarily oflFer their 
lives in the defense of their country: therefore, 

£e it resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Kansas, the Senate concurring therein: 

That our senators in congress be instructed, and our mem- 
bers respectfully requested, to aid in securing the passage of a 
law providing for the location and establishment of a soldiers' 
home in Kansas; and that admission to the same be free to all 
indigent survivors of the rebellion, their widows and orphans, 
subject only to such limitations and restrictions as the hon- 
orable secretary of war and the legal representatives of the 
Grand Army of the Republic of this state, as a board of 
managers, may from time elect. 

Resolved further, That a copy of these resolutions and pre- 
amble, duly attested,- be forwarded by the secretary of state 
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to Hod. Robert T. Lincoln, secretary of wslr, the president 
of the United States senate, speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, and each of our senators and representatives in 
congress. 



HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 15, 

In relation to instructing the attorney general to commence proceedings 
in quo warranto in the supreme court of the state of Kansas against 
the Kansas Pacific railway company and the Union Pacific railway 
company. 

Whereas, The attorney general has reported to the governor 
upon the subject-matter of house concurrent resolution 
No. 21, passed at the last session of the legislature, that the 
attempted consolidation of the Kansas Pacific railway com- 
pany, a corporation created by and existing under the laws 
of Kansas, with the Union Pacific railroad company, a cor- 
poration created by an act of congress, was, in his opinion^ 
without the authority or consent of the state; that the 
state of Kansas had never directly assented to said consoli- 
dation; that the policy of the state, as shown by various 
legislative acts and concurrent resolutions, had always been 
to hold and retain control of said corporation ; that the 
state has by two several statutes passed prior to the at- 
tempted consolidation^ directly and explicitly forbidden 
such consolidation to be made; that the state of Kansas 
has rights in reversion which she has never abrogated or 
renounced, and which said consolidation would defeat; and 

Whereas, Said Kansas Pacific railway company has ceased 
to do business in this state, and the consolidated com- 
pany, under the name of the Union Pacific railway com- 
pany, is now exercising all the franchises and privileges of 
the Kansas Pacific railway company, and has removed 
from the state all of its general offices— all of which acts 
are believed to be in disregard to the laws of the state of 
Kansas; and to the end that the law may be enforced: 

. therefore, 
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Be it resolved by the House of RepreserUcUives, the Senate con- 
curring therein: 

That the attorney general is hereby directed and required 
to institute proper proceedings in the supreme court of 
the state of Kansas, in the nature of quo warranto, against 
the Kansas Pacific railway company, for an abandonment, 
relinquishment and. surrender of its powers and duties 
as a corporation •to such consolidated company, and also 
to institute like proceedings against the said consolidated 
company, the Union Pacific railway company, for usurping, 
seizing, holding, possessing and using the franchise and privi- 
leges, powers and immunities of the Kansas Pacific railway 
company in the state of Kansas; and that he shall prosecute 
without unnecessary delay such action or actions to final 
judgment. 

Hesolvedy That the governor and attorney general be and 
they are hereby authorized to employ associate counsel to 
assist the attorney general in the prosecution of such case or 
cases, they to have power to agree upon the amount to be 
paid such associate counsel for their fees and expenses. 



SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE CONCURRENT RES- 
OLUTION NO. 18, 

Relating to railroad traffic. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this house that a law 
should be passed by the congress of the United States, having 
for its object the regulation of railroad traffic between the 
states, and to prevent extortion and unjust discrimination in 
the transportation of freights and passengers; and that a copy 
of this resolution be forwarded to each of our representatives 
in congress by the secretary of state. 
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HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 20, 

Asking congress to prevent the spread of pleuro-pneumonia. 

Whereas, Contagious pleuro-pneumonia' is prevalent in the 
states of New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
Delaware, Maryland, and the District of Columbia; and 

Whereas, All efforts for its suppression by the states where 

it exists have been unsuccessful, and the disease continues 

^ to spread, thus jeopardizing our entire cattle interest; and 

Whereas, Our export trade in live cattle has been seriously 
damaged by the embargo laid upon our cattle by European 
governments, caused by said disease: therefore. 

Be it resolved by the House of RepresentativeSy the Senate coti'^ 
curving therein: 

That the question has assumed national importance, and 
we earnestly call the attention of congress to the fact, and 
respectfully urge that immediate action be taken to prevent 
the further spread, and the final extirpation of saij disease. 

We call the especial attention of our senators and repre- 
sentatives to the subject, and request them to urge upon con* 
gress immediate action. 

That the secretary of state is hereby directed to furnish to 
the president of the senate and speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives copies of this preamble and resolution, request that 
the same be submitted to their respective bodies, and that a 
copy be furnished to each of our senators and representatives 
in congress, with the request that they give this matter their 
earnest attention. 



HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 21, 

Relating to lands in Washington, Marshall and Republic counties, and 
claimed by the grantees of the Saint Joseph & Denver City railroad 
company and by actual settlers thereon. 

Whereas, By an act of congress, passed and approved July 
23, 1866, entitled "An act for a grant of land to the state 
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of Kansas to aid in the construction of the Northern Kan- 
sas railroad and t<elegraph/' by the terms, conditions and 
impositions of said act being complied with a grant of land 
comprising each alternate section, designated by odd-num- 
bered sections for ten sections in width on each side of said 
railroad from the initial point at Elwood, Kansas, by the 
way of Marysville, Kansas, to a point where said railroad 
would intersect the Union Pacific Railroad, or some branch 
thereof, at a point not further west than the one-hundredth 
meridian of west longitude, was made to the state of Kan- 
sas for the benefit of the said Saint Joseph & Denver City 
railroad company, a corporation organized under the laws 
of the state of Kansas ; and 

Whereas, It was further provided in said act that in case it 
should appear that the United States had, when the line or 
route of said railroad had been definitely located or fixed, 

/ sold any section or part of section in said act mentioned, 
or if the right of homestead or preemption had attached to 
any of said lands, or if any of said lands had been reserved 
by the United States for any purpose whatever, then it 
should be the duty of the secretary of the interior to cause 
to be selected for the purposes of said grant and not more 
than twenty miles from either side of said railroad, so 
much land in alternate sections or part of sections, desig- 
nated by odd numbers, as should be equal to the amount of 
such lands as the United States had sold, reserved or other- 
wise appropriated, or to which the rights of homestead 
settlement or preemption had attached at the time of the 
taking effect of said grant', which land, when so selected by 
the secretary of interior, should be held by the state of 
Kansas for the purpose of said grant; and 

Whereas, It is claimed by said St. Joseph & Denver City 
railroad company and its grantees that they have complied 
with all the terms, conditions and impositions of said act ; 
and 

Whereas, Said grant of lands covers a large number of 
acres of land in the counties of Washington, Republic and 
Marshall, upon, which are now residing actual settlers, with 
the consent of and by the authority of the United States, 
as and under the provisions of the homestead laws of the 
United States; and 
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Whereas^ By a recent decision of the supreme court of the 
United States, all said lands within ten miles of said rail- 
road, and upon which there are actual settlers by authority 
of the United States, and which were homesteaded after 
March 28, 1870^ have been given to the grantees of said 
railroad company, and the settlers deprived of their homes ; 
and 

Whereas, Divers ^uits are now pending in the circuit court 
of the United States for the district of Kansas, against 
actual settlers upon the lands embraced in said grant and 
within twenty miles of said railroad, and the title to said 
lands is unsettled, and said settlers are being compelled to 
expend large sums of money to defend the title guaranteed 
them by the government: therefore, be it 

Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of Kansas, 
the Senate concurring therein: 

That we hereby request the congress of the United States 
to pass such law as will indemnify actual settlers upon said 
land by authority of the United States, from any loss by rea- 
son of improvements made on, and the increase in the value 
of said lands while in the possession of the actual settlers. 

Resolved, That a copy of this preamble and resolutions be 
forwarded by the secretary of state to each senator and repre- 
sentative in congress from the state of Kansas. 



HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 24, 

Relating to the duty upon lumber.

Resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate concur- 
ring:

That our senators in congress be instructed, and our repre- 
sentatives be requested, to urge the passage of a law granting 
a reasonable pension to all soldiers of the late war who were 
confined for a period of three months or more, in Libby, An- 
dersonville, or any other military prison of the late confed- 
eracy. 

That a certified copy of these resolutions be sent to each of 
our senators and representatives by the secretary of state. 



HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 38, 

Eelating to the re-survey by the government of certain townships in 

Q-raham county. 

Whereas, It appears from information in possession of the 
legislature, that the townships numbered from six to ten 
inclusive, in ranges twenty-three and twenty-four, west of 
the sixth principal meridian, in Graham county, Kansas, 
have never been sectionized and subdivided according to 
law, and that no section corners have ever been established 
therein; and 

Whereas, A large population has settled upon these lands, 
taking homesteads, timber claims, etc., etc., according to 
law, many of whom it is believed are not in fact actually 
located upon the several pieces of land upon which they 
have legally and in good faith filed their claims; and 

Whereas, The government field -notes of said lands are 
found to be false and fraudulent, and no section corners, 
after a careful and persistent search, have ever been found 
in said townships, and as no authority exists under the laws 
of the state of Kansas by which said lands can be re-sur- 
veyed and proper lines and corners be established; and 
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Whereas^ Under the laws of the United States as they now 
exist, no such re-survey can be made except at the expense 
and cost of the settlers upon said lands, which expense said 
settlers are utterly unable to meet, and as said lands were 
disposed of by the United States government under the 
authority of the homestead, preemption, timber-culture and 
other laws, with the express guaranty that said lands had 
been properly surveyed, sectionized, and the corners dis- 
tinctly marked according to law; and 

Whereas, In case of such re-survey, because of the false and 
fraudulent character of said field-notes, the United States 
government has, in fact and in law, [ample security] for the 
cost of such re-survey, in the still-existing bonds of the orig- 
inal contractors for the original survey of said townships; 
and as there is good reason to believe that other and similar 
cases exist in other counties of the state of Kansas, inflicting 
great wrong and hardships upon the settlers upon such 
lands: now, therefore. 

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
KansaSy the Senate concurring: 

That our senators in congress be instructed and our repre- 
sentatives requested to bring this subject before congress, and 
ask the immediate enactment of laws providing — 

1. That on the presentation to the commissioner of the 
general land office that any township or part of township of 
laud, sold or otherwise disposed of under authority of law, 
had never in fact been surveyed according to law, or that the 
plats and field-notes on file in the proper office were in fact 
false and fraudulent, it be made the duty of* said commis- 
sioner at once to order a re-survey of said townships or parts of 
townships at the cost of the government; and also to prosecute 
the contractors for the original survey of such townships or 
parts of townships, and their sureties, for failure to perform 
their contracts, and for such damages as may be provided for 
in such contract. 

2. That on the presentation of such satisfactory proof that 
any township or part of township has never in fact been 
legally surveyed and subdivided according to law, that pro- 
vision be made for the relief of actual settlers upon such 
lands; that the time given them to perform the duties and 
make the proofs required under the homestead, timber-cul- 
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"ture and other acts be reasonably extended until such re- 
-isurvey shall enable them to make good their claims according 
"to law. 

3. Be it resolved, That the secretary of state is hereby in- 
structed to forward duly-authenticated copies of this preamble 
sLud of these resolutions^ with the accompanying papers, to 
*he several members of congress from this state.
